The Didsbury Dragons 
senior girls volleyball 
team hosted some of the 
best teams throughout 
the province on Sept. 
26 and 27, posting a 0-5 
record. 

The team lost 
in straight sets to 
Strathcona Tweedsmuir, 
Mayerthorpe, Acme 
and Androssan before 
winning one set in the 
team’s final match of 
the tournament against 
Vauxhall. The Dragons 
came out strong in that 
match, winning the first 


set 25-21 before drop¬ 
ping the next two 10-25 
and 8-15. 

Dragons coach Henry 
Paulgaard said five of the 
province's top 2A teams 
(schools with 100 to 199 
students per grade) from 
last year were in atten¬ 
dance with two other 
teams that came to the 
tournament having com¬ 
peted at the provincial 
championships last year. 

“We won one set off of 
a team that’s finished in 
the top three in provin¬ 
cials for the last number 
of years. They’re in a re¬ 
building stage but it was 
pretty exciting to have 


some really close match¬ 
es. We’re proud of our 
matches seeing that it’s 
so early in our season,” 
he said. 

Paulgaard said some 
of the teams that com¬ 
peted in Didsbury were 
competing in their third 
tournament of the season 
and so were in mid-sea¬ 
son form, while this was 
the Dragons’ first tourna¬ 
ment of the season. 

“We just like to be 
exposed to a high level of 
volleyball and it teaches 
us to play a little more 
confidently and to see 
how the game is played 
at another level. So we 


realize we have a little 
bit of work to do, but it’s 
fun to be part of a tourna¬ 
ment like this,” he said. 

Paulgaard said when 
they weren’t playing, 
many of the Dragons 
were intent on watch¬ 
ing other matches to see 
what they might be able 
to take from those play¬ 
ers and incorporate into 
their own play.

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Dragons win big despite injuries to players

The Didsbury Dragons 
football team won 50-19 
over the Sundre Bisons 
in Mountain View 
Football Conference 
play on Sept. 27. 

But the victory came 
at a cost of injuries to 
players throughout the 
game, the most seri¬ 
ous of which cast a pall 
over the game for sev¬ 
eral minutes while staff 
from both teams, then 
paramedics attended to 
Dylon Coney who col¬ 
lided with a spectator as 
he was being pushed out 
of bounds by a Bisons 
player. Complaining of 
neck pain, he was even¬ 
tually treated by para¬ 
medics and left the game 
on a backboard for 
precautionary reasons. 
Coney later returned to 
the sidelines to support 
his teammates. 

“It was scary. It’s 
always scary when 
somebody gets a neck 
injury. We haven’t ever 
had anything serious 
like that happen and we 
don’t want it, but the 
people involved took the 
right precautions and 
... got the EMTs here, 
but he’s OK. He’s fine, 
he’s got a sore neck," 
said Mark Lefebvre, the 
Dragons' coach, follow¬ 
ing the game. 

LeFebvre added that 
Coney wouldn’t be prac¬ 
ticing this week, nor suit¬ 
ing up when the Dragons 
travel to Innisfail to take 
on the Cyclones. 


As for the game itself, 
it was a fairly even 
affair through the first 
part of the game, with 
the two teams tied at 
13. The Dragons then 
scored four unan¬ 
swered touchdowns to 
take a 42-13 lead over 
the Bisons before the 
Bisons responded with 
a touchdown on the 
next possession. The 


Dragons cemented the 
victory with another 
m^jor strike and con¬ 
vert before the final 
whistle. 

“Once we were able 
to beat them deep (with 
passes) a few times, 
that changed the game 
around," said LeFebvre. 

One of the big plays 
featured a scramble by 
quarterback Jonas Haeni 


who t ook a hand-off from 
a teammate from behind 
the line of scrimmage 
at the Dragons’ own 45 
yard line. Haeni managed 
to nm the length of the 
sideline to score, putting 
the Dragons up 42-13. 
Another Haeni pass ear¬ 
lier in the game resulted 
in a 28-yard pass and nm 
play for a touchdown. 

Heading into the last 


two games of the season, 
the Dragons will travel 
to Innisfail to take on 
the Cyclones on Oct. 4, 
a team the Dragons lost 
to 26-8 in the season’s 
other meeting between 
the two teams. The 
last game before play¬ 
offs will be in Carstairs 
against the Tigers. 

“I wish that we felt 
like we were com¬ 


pletely healthy going 
into Innisfail but it 
doesn't look like that. 
If we were healthy and 
we had our normal 
good game, I think we 
could beat them. We 
may have to wait until 
the championship for 
that to happen, or if 
we meet them in the 
playoffs," LeFebvre 
said.

Almost everything has changed, 
some for the better and some not. 
On the positive side, there is no 
doubt that the technology we 
use is better than it has ever been 
and the negative experiences 
that people have had with 
hearing aids should be a thing 


of the past. On the questionable 
side, we have seen big box stores 
and hearing aid manufacturers 
owning “clinics”. What concerns 
me about that is the limitation 
that the patient has in getting 
the right solution.

1 have a different set of 
experiences than most. It 
starts with being a Doctor of 
Audiology. You don’t have to be 
one to prescribe and dispense 
hearing aids in Alberta, but it 
does change things. Second, 1 
did spend a portion of my career 
as the Chief of Audiology for 
Oticon Canada, which is one 
of the world’s largest hearing 
aid manufacturers, based in 


Copenhagen, Denmark. My job 
there was to learn the research 
done in Denmark, bring it back 
to the clinicians in Canada and 
teach them. As part of that, 1 was 
in hundreds of clinics across the 
country and learned what works 
well and what doesn't. 1 had a 
bird’s eye view of the changes 
in hearing care and simply put, 
1 didn’t like everything 1 saw. 1 
think it can be better. So, as they 
say, you can talk about it or you 
can prove it. I decided to return 
to practice and prove it. 

Lastly, unrelated to hearing, 
your name sounds familiar. Do 
you have ties to the area? 

The short answer is yes. Some 
people may remember my 
grandfather in Olds, or even 
my dad, but you’ll just have to 
stop by the clinic to find out 
the details!
